Morgan's mortgage w 
surcd by the FHA on Oct. 31, 
1936 In the amount of $6,000. It 
was to be repaid over a period 
of. 19 years but he paid it off in 
full on April 18, 1944.

While the loan was in force 
mortgage insurance premiums 
totaling $204.89 were collected 
and the dividend payment was 
calculated, at the rate of $12.329 
per $1,000 of the original face
